Births®  The  total  number  of  "births  belonging  to  the  district,  as 
provided  by  the  Registrar* -General  was  68  -  36  males  and  32  femal  es- 
equal  to  a  rai&e  of  13ft3  pex*  1000  population  which  compares  with  a  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  of  1605  and  a  local  rate  in  the  previous  year  of 
16*9*  Four  of  the  births  were  illegitimate®  In  my  four  quarterly  reports 
for  the  year  the  total  births  given  was  20  which  shows  that  more  than 
two-  thirds  of  the  births  took  place  outside  the  district,  chiefly  in 
the  Halifax  Hospitals® 

Deaths* -  The  total  deaths,  corrected  for  inward  and  outward 
transfers,  was  79  -  44  males  and  35  females  -  giving  a  death  rate  of 
15*0  per  1000 c  The  England  and  Wales  rate  was  12*1  and  the  local  rates 
in  1942  was  13* 3*  There  was  only  one  death  under  one  year,  (aged  2  days 
in  fact,  due  to  intracranial  haemorrhage,  in  Hospital;*  The  Infantile 
Mortality  rate  was,  therefore*  only  1407  per  1000  live  births  whilst 
the  England  and  Wales  rate  was  49*  The  next  age  at  death  waw  2  years, 
a  child  who  died  of  Tubercular  Meningitis  ;  next  one  aged  39  who  died  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  one  of  42  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  one  of 
46  also  of  Tuberculosis*  About  half  of  the  deaths  were  over  TO  years 
and  the  remainder  mostly  in  their  sixties* 

As  to  the  causes  of  death  notable  were  7  Cancer,  -  ■  J 
8  Pulmonary  and  2  Non-  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  ;  2  Diabetes^  2  pneumonia 
6  Bronchitis;  25  Heart  Disease;  7  Intra-  cranial  Vascular  lesions; 

5  Nephritis*

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES o -  A  total  of  133  cases  were  notified. 

Scarlet  Fever  oases  numbered  82*  Thirty  senen  of  these  oc our red 
in  the  Rishworth  School  (  a  Public  School  for  boys)  and  were  all 
removed  to  Northowrain  Isolation  Hospital  by  the  School  Authorities. 

27  of  the  others  were  sent  to  Hospital  by  myself.  The  largest  number 
of  Scarlet  Fever  cases  occurred  in  November  and  December,  the  others 
being  distributed  throughout  the  year.. 

34  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were  notified,  chiefly  in  Maroh, 
April,  may  and  June.  ' 

14  cases  of  Measles  were  notified,  mostly  in  January,  February 
and  Marcho 

One  case  of  Acute  Primary  Pneumonia  and  two  cases  of  Cerebro¬ 
spinal  Fever  were  included o  " 

'  Again  "the  district  was  free  of  Diphtheria®  There  was  no  case  of 
Puerperal  Pyrexia.  Chickenpox  was  prevalent. 

TuberculoslSo  Three  cases  of  Pulmonary  and  two  of  Non-  Pulomnsry 
forms  were  notified®  5  cases  died  and  the  numbers  on  my  Register  at  tirf) 
end  of  the  year  wero  12  Pulmonary  and  13  Non-  Pulomary.
